UORONER IS NAMED KING PASSES 
SLEEPS AFTER QUIET NIGHT; 
WALES ON WAY TO BEDSIDE 


Official Statement of the King’s 
Iliness and His Condition 
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By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Nov. 28.—A let- 
ter from the King’s physician, 
Lord Dawson of Penn, sub- 
mitted to the Cabinet this 
morning and ordered published, 
said that King George was suf- 
fering from inflam mation— 
congestion—of the right lung, 
with extensive plastic pleurisy 
on the right side. 

There must be anxiety, the 
letter said, due to the infection, 
which naturally must be seri- 
ous. The condition of the lung, 
however, was somewhat im- 
proved, and the letter pointed 
out that the King’s strength 

| had been maintained. 
| Lord Dawson stated that the 


illness thus far was being con- 
trolled and its force lessened, 
and that he hoped its duration 
would be curtailed. 


The letter was dated at Buck- 
ingham Palace at 9 o'clock 
this morning. 


A leading St. ‘St. Louis physician 
said today that inflammation 
and congestion of the right lung 
means pneumonia in that lung, 
and plastic pleurisy an inflam- 
mation of the pleura pr cover- 
ing of the lung which always 
accompanies pneumonia.

Dr. Paul R. Heyl of the United 
States Bureau of Standards at 
Washington annoanced the revised 
figures in a speech at Cooper Union 
last night. Five years ago he set 
about the task of weighing the 
earth te get a result more exact 


than the estimate of six sextillion 


—the figure 6 followed by 21 ci-| 


phers—tons, arrived at about 30 
and a retired Jesuit in a Bohemian 
monastery, working independently. 

Dr. Heyl’s calculations indicate 
the earth weights somewhat more 
than six sextillion, 592 quintillion 
| tons.

LONDON, Nov. 28.—The 8:36 
Pp. m. bulletin issued by King 
George’s physicians, said: 

“The King passed a fair day, 
with some sleep. Otherwise condi- 
tions are unchanged.” 


With the Prince of Wales about 
to undertake the long journey 
home from East Africa to be at 
the bedsidg of his father, little if 
any change was indicated in the 
King’s condition by this morning's 
bulletin. 

The medical bulletin of Sir Stan- 
ley Hewett and Lord Dawson of 
Penn, the King’s doctors, said: 

“The King passed « quieter 
night. His temperature and gen- 
eral condition remain as before.” 

Public Anxiety Relaxes. 

This statement coupled with last 
night's bulletin saying that the 
King's temperature was lower and 
that his strength was maintained 
gave additional entouragement to 
millions of his anxieus subjects. 
They read in these brief bulletins 
indications that their King at least 
was holding his own in a difficult 
stage of his iliness. “ 

This morning's bulletin was re- 
garded as favorable by the palace 
officials, among whom appeared a 
general feeling of satisfaction at 
its nature. Sir Stanley and Lord 
Dawson remained in the palace 
about an hour and a half. Their 
visit was shorter than usual and 
they left about 11 o’clock, short- 
ly after thelr bulletin had been 
issued. 

The physicians returned to the 
palace soon after 1:30 p. m. 

It was around 3 p. m. when the 
doctors left the palace after their 
second visit. 

Large Crowd Greets 

A few minutes later a royal mo6- 
tor car took the Queen, Princess 
Mary and the Duchess of York for 
their ustal afternoon drive. The 
Queen smilingly acknowledged the 
greetings of a large crowd, which, 
despite the chill of late afternoon, 
had assembled about the palace. 

It was announced that the Duke 
and Duchess of York would- both 
fill engagements this evening.. 

Cardinal Bourne, Archbishop of 
Westminster, issued a notice ear- 
nestly requesting that prayers be 
offered in all Roman Catholic 
Churches, especially on Sdnday, 
for the speedy recovery of the 
King and his complete restoration 
to health. 

Meanwhile there was Intense in- 
terest in the decision of the Prince 
of Wales to return home. Dis- 
patches from South Africa telling 
of his movements and the plans 
for a rapid journey are read ¢ea- 
gerly throughout Great Britain.

Crew Ignored Orders, Second Mate 
Testified. 

Harry Wheeler, superintendent 
of the Lamport & Holt lines, oper- 
ators of the Vestris, testified yes- 
terday that, if the Vestris put to 
sea on its fatal voyage with no 
covers on the hatches, the liner 
Was unseaworthy. 

Testifying at the federal in- 
quiry into the disaster in which 
110 lives were lost Nov. 12 off the 
Wheeler agreed 
with Capt. Jessop. American nau- 
tical expert, that with the seas 
coming up it was “the first duty of 
@ sea-going captain’ to improvise 
hatch covers. 

Reginald Dickson, sixth engineor 
on the Vestris, testified at the De- 
partment. of Commerce hearing 
before Dickerson N. Hoover, su- 
pervising inspector-general of the 
steamboat inspection service, that 
when all hands were needed most 
to keep the engines running, the 
g@tokehold gang was on deck. 

“For God's sake, boys,” Dickson 
quoted Capt. Carey as saying o 
the stokers, “go below and lend a 
hand.” 

Deck Officers Stoked Boilers. 

The men started, Dickson sai‘, 
but once out of sight of the cap- 
tain scurried to other parts of the 
vessel. As a result deck officers 
needed to direct the abandonment 
of the ship were obliged to stoke 
the boilers. 

Leslie Watson, 25-year-old 
second officer of the Vestries told 
the story of how Capt. Carey went 
down with his ship. 

Watson was hurt so badly in the 
disaster that he had been unable 
to leave his hospital bed until yes- 
terday to testify before United 
“States Commissioner Francis A. 
O'Neill, 

“After lowering No. 6 boat to 
within about eight feet of the sea,” 
Watson said, “I went to No. 8 boat. 
Capt. Carey and the first officer 
were already there. We lowered 
No. 8 down just clear of a hot- 
water exhaust pipe on the ship’s 
side. We couldn’t lower it any 
more, or they (the women and 
children in the boat) would have 
been scalded by the water. I sent 
two men to get a cover for it (the 
pipe), so we could lower the boat 
into the water, but they disap- 
peared and [ never saw them 
again. 

“Capt. Carey and I stood on the 
‘deck. I was about to jump from 
the promenade rail, but he made 
me change my mind. We walked 
down the ship’s side together, by 
No. 8 boat, which was standing on 
its keel. 


Ship Capsized. 


“Then the ship capsized. I was 
carried down by the suction, hold- 
ing on to Capt. Carey. I lost my 
Strip. Finally, I came to the sur- 
face. There was no sign of a boat. 
Capt. Carey never did come to the 
surface. 

“I grasped a piece of wreckage. 
I saw several others in life belts 
hanging to wreckage. They seemed 
comfortable. About dusk I was 
picked up."

In Demonstration at Hotel Statler, Electrical 
Manikin Turns on Lights and 
Blows Klaxon. 


A grotesque electrical mankin, 
on the seventeenth floor of Hotel 
Statler yesterday, turned on elec- 
tric lights, set in motion a sweep 
and a fan, and blew a klaxon in 
response to the wheeze of a pitch- 
pipe. 

It was the complexly constructed 
“electrical man” of the Westing- 
house company, with heart and 
lungs madé of coils, magnetic vi- 


brators, and special light tubes— 
the first embodiment of the prin- 
ciple of control of inanimate ob- 
jects by means of sound. 

“Mr. Televox’’—as the manikin 
is called, cannot understand ordi- 
nary speech. But he can hear 
electrically three different notes— 
a high, a low and a middle register 
—and he is so constructed that 
hearing one of his favorite notes, 
he will immediately begin to do 
things. 

Starts by Telephone Call. 
For instance, James L. McCoy, 
Mr. Televox’ master, will first get 
the manikin’s attention by dial- 
ing a special number on his tele- 
phone. When the manikin’s tel>- 
phone is off its hook, MrCoy will 


pipe into his telephone mouthpiece. 
Immediately, the interior of the 
manikin is disturbed with sudd2n 
flashings of light, sparks, the click 
of changing circuits. McCoy puts 
the receiver to his ear and listens. 
“Bzz—bzz—bzz,’’ says Mr. Tele- 
vox. (This means: “I’m ready if 
you give another signal.’’) 
McCoy. blows the pitch pipe again 
and Mr. Televox responds with a 
loud scratch on his klaxon horn. 
This is what McCoy has asked him 
to do. 
McCoy will again dial his elec- 
trical] slave, and this time will dis- 
patch a high note into the tele- 
phone mouthpiece. The high note 
Lis the command to start the elec- 
tric sweeper. In a _ second the 
sweeper has begun humming. The 
middle note is the command for 
Televox to turn on a bridge lamp 
When he hears the pitch pipe he 
doesn’t hesitate. The lamp is light- 
ed immediately. 

Can Do Five Things. 
The manikin’s actions, as de- 
scribed by McCoy, are simple. The 
pitch-pipe note, he says, is passed 
microphone and_ then 
transmitted to a delicate tongue of 
steel. The tongue vibrates, the 
sound is amplified and a system of 
electrical relays thereby is thrown 
into operation. There are five 
specific relays within Mr. Televox’s 
system of electrical nerves, so that 


blow a single low note on the pitch 


he can do five individual and spe- 
cific things. 

Mr. Televox’s greatest achieve- 
ment is his hearing—his capacity 
to distinguish between sounds. And 
the strange instrument also can 
count—so that it will perform a 
different action if two low notes. 
instead of one note, are blown 
into the mouthpiece. 

“The uses of the’ instrument,” 
McCoy said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter, “‘are mainly for remote 
control. For instance, if you wished 
to set into motion a power plant 
five miles away or more, the tele- 
vox system would be highly prac- 
ticable. You would simply call 
him on the phone and _  Televox 
would tell you if your plant was 
ready, would let you know that he 
had pulled the switch and put it in 
operation, ang that it was working 


satisfactorily. All, of course, by 
buzzes. The only televox in use 
today is in Washington, D. C., 


where the system is used to find 
out the height of water in the res- 
ervoirs. 

Tells Height of Water. 

“Within a minute after calling 
Televox, the inquiring engineer is 
informed by buzzes as to the exact 
height of the water. 

One could see the system for 
turning on or off the lights of a 
city, for operating the beacon of a 
lighthouse, for closing and unclos- 
ing water gates, McCoy said. 

The grinning face—the loose- 
jointed arms—the flat legs of Tele- 
vox are purely decorative, used 
merely to suggest to audiences that 
the instrument can obey com- 
mands, The instrument proper 
looks like a highly complicated 
wall switchboard, as is fitting for 
a device that makes sound press 
buttons and pull levers. It was 
invented about 15 months ago by 
R. J. Wensley, of the engineering 
department of the Westinghouse 
company. 

Members of the Electrical Board 
of Trade watched intently at the 
Statler while Televox did, his stuff. 
They applauded vociferously. Tele- 
vox, according to McCoy, already 
has lived a thousand years, if ac- 
count is taken of the number of 
times he has been put through his 
paces, in comparison with the 
work, ordinarily expected of him, 
if he were just a reservoir or a 
plant televox. 

The instrument's first appear- 
ance was at a Sunday evening 
service in the Broadway Methodist 
Temple, when the Rev. Dr. Chris- 
tian F. Reisner preached a sermon 
on Televox’ absence of soul, al- 
though praising the ingenuity of 
the machine.

Interstate Commerce Commission 
has decided to refrain from com- 
pelling railroads to make further 
installations of automatic train 
control devices or block signals. 
The decision was announced today 
in a report concluding an investi- 
gation into the present status of 
automatic signals and devices, and 
theystatement indicated the com- 
mission considered that safety on 
railroads could be promoted by 
elimination of grade crossings, the 
betterment og bridges and the re- 
placement of wooden passenger 
cars. 


’ Three years ago the commission, 

despite the protest of many rail- 
roads, ordered extensive installa- 
tions on all first-class roads of 
train control devices intended to 
automatically halt a train when a 
stop signal is disregarded. 

“It has been shown in this case 
that the number of. accidents and 
casualties which result fram disre-

We shall expect them to under- 
take the necessary studies and tes‘s 
to bring about standardization of 
designs and methods of installation 
of train stop and train control de- 
vices so that they may be used in 
terminal areas and on joint tracks 
where traffic density is greater.’’

SLOT MACHIE KING 
SAD TOBE PROTECTED 


Belleville Judge, Fining Four, 
Asserts East St. Louis Man Is 
Friend of Police Official. . 


After assessing fines totaling 
$1100 against five East St. Louls 
storekeepers today for possession 
of slot machines, County Judge 
Weber at Belleville made this 
comment: 

“I have had information for some 
time that Tommie E. Reay is the 
slot machine king of East S&t. 
Louis and has been placing hun- 
dreds of slot machines in soft 
drink parlors, stores and confec~- 
tioneries without any molestation 
from the Police Department of 
East St. Louis. 

“This may be explained by ths 
fact that Reay is an intimate friend 
and associate of Herman Zierrath, 
Police Commissioner of East St. 
Louis. Zierrath has shown no dis- 
position or inclination and has 
made no effort to interfere with 
slot machines in East St. Louts.

Watch the Ozarks. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
HE letter by G. T. about the ‘aban- 


donment of farms” in the Ozark re- 
gion “‘kinda got me going.” The Ozark 
region will be the world’s market basket 
and health resort and summer play- 
ground of the entire United States some 


ago, so the Ozarks are today, just begin- 
ning to develop. 

There is lots of money to be made in 
farming in the section G. T, speaks of, 
but it takes work and real farmers of 
the old “Pennsylvania Dutch’’ type, from 
which line I spring, Missouri being my 
adopted State. Then, too, it takes capital. 
A 10-acre lot will require more capital to 
operate intelligently and successfully than 
a filling station or notions store. 

The great trouble lies in the person 
zoing at such work not having experience 
or capital enough. It takes at least $250 
an acre capital to operate successfully. 
That is, considering our present-day 
standard of living—electricity, autos, ra- 
dios, etc. Many farmers in the section 
G. T. mentions sold their cows to buy 
flivvers—and you can’t milk a flivver. 

The average city cliff-dweller reads 
seed catalogues and advertisements of 
stock and right-up-to-the-minute poultry 
breeders, looks at beautiful farms in full 
production during the spring and sum- 
mer and then says, “I’m going to poul- 
try raising or farming.” But he does 
not stop to consider the hardships—hard 
work from early morning until late at 
night—or the amount of capital in- 
volved. , 

Then when that person puts all of his 
funds in a place and gets no return, he 
is in a “hellofamess” and back to the 
city he goes, a sadder but wiser man. 

I recall an incident of a man and wife, 
both city people, who had about $2500 
and got the bug. They bought six acres 
at so much down and balance so much a 
month, They were going to raise poultry 
and small fruits. The first thing they did 
was clear the top soil off about two 
acres of the best part of this little tract 
for tennis courts and other things like 
that. Of course, they fell] down and after 
11 months returned to their old voca- 
tion. 

I know of a@ woman who was left a 
trace of this submarginal land as the 
only thing worth while in her husband's 
estate. She fenced it, put it in grass and 
has gone in for sheep raising. Last sea- 
son her crop of lambs made her more 
profit than the average city man makes 
in @ year’s work. But she knows her 
sheep and she works, 

True, there are many abandoned 
farms in the Ozarks. There is a chap 
near Sullivan who went on. a small tract 
of submarginal land about. seven years 
ago. He hag worked intelligently and 
had the advice and help of the State 
Agricultural Department which he 
sought, and today he has a fine income 
and a modern home and health—all from 
an abandoned farm which was the worst- 
looking place I ever saw when he went 
on it. 

So, my friend G. T., watch the Ozark 
region and see how it will be developed 
in the next 10 years. Then try and buy 
some of that submarginal land. I'm not 
® real estate man, either.

| $o far President-elect Hoover's tour to the Central 
and South American republics is a notable success. 
His speeches stress peace, friendship and amicable

| It was to be expected that his reception would be 
cordial, but at every place where he has landed the 
| popular demonstrations have exceeded expectation. 
‘His conferences with the Presidents and Presidents- 
elect and leading officials of the countries have been 
marked by an extremely friendly spirit. In Honduras 
he brought together in friendly intercourse two hos- 
tile factions. In Nicaragua he met Diaz, the Presi- 


dent; Moncado, the President-elect, and Chamorro, 
‘the former President. 


They agreed, of course, that 


‘the intervention of the United States to put down 


Sandino’s rebellious forces and to assure an orderly 
election, was necessary and salutary. They expressed 
the desire that the American Marines should remain 
in Nicaragua to keep order and train the national 


guard, for two years or more. That is a question 
which will be settled later. 

The three Nicaraguan political leaders raised a 
project which probably interested Mr. Hoover very 
much. That was the building of the Nicaraguan Ca- 
nal, for which we hold a concession. They want the 
canal built as soon as possible, and pledged Mr. Hoov- 
er all the privileges for the United States necessary 
to safeguard it. 

One can easily foresee the time when the Panama 
Canal will be inadequate for the traffic between the 
Atlantic and Pacific and when another canal will be 
very desirable.

Crime: It Will Always Be With Us 


Everyone but the most mystical of psychiatrists is reconciled to the permanency of 
crime, and all we may hope to do is to keep it within bounds; the autobiography 
of Chicago May, revealing criminals as unimaginative tradespeople, shows, how- 
ever, that much more could be done about it.

T will make no ultimate difference to the 

underworld whether. they succeed in 
clearing away the carcass of Rothstein and 
the things that move under it. The chair 
and the penitentiary are just instinctive re- 
actions, like the utterly worthless instinct of 
all animals to scratch a sore. No matter 
who burns or squeals, the racket will go on 
just as society does, in the everlasting part- 
nership of the flea and the dog. Everyone 
but the most mystical of the psychiatrists 
is in his heart resigned to the permanency 
of the criminal class. All that the sternest 
and kindest hope is to keep it about the 
same dimensions and status, 

Nevertheless, in idle theo:y, much more 
could be done about it, as is obvious from a 
cursory reading of such a book as the auto. 
biography of the notorious and typical Chi- 
cago May, recently published. Here we 
have, if anyone needed it, an honest ac- 
count of herself and her friends, so dull and 
unsensational that it does not need the pub- 
lishers’ guarantee that it is genuine and un- 
edited. 

She gives away the gunman, the badger, 
all the brands of crook, without sentiment 
of romance, for what they are—small, mean, 
quite sane, utterly unimaginative trades peo- 
ple: a merely occupational class, not a psy- 
chical nor a moral one.

They drift in and out of honesty and dis- 
honesty, or, rather, legality and illegality, 
as their interest and Opportunity take them. 
They have the same emotions, the same 
wishes, as the mass of their fellows: crime, 
in fact, is not a sin but a business. Nothing 
is neater than her unconscious self-betray- 
al when she relates the effects of the war 
in the dismal interior of Aylesbury Jail, in 
England, where she spent 19 vears. The 
patriotism of the English prisoners praying 
for victory and contributing with their pen- 
nies to cigarette funds for the soldiers. The 
patriotism of the Irish prisoners, amongst 
them herself, praying the opposite. 

And her beautiful resentment, 
after whole chapters of 
thefts, when she herself is robbed; she, 
too, thinks something ought to be done 
about it. 

But what? We cannot accept May's own 
interesting suggestion that if a good, soft 
job, with “sufficient money and time for en- 
joyment of life,” were offered to criminals, 
at any rate when they are young, all would 
be settled peaceably. If society could go 
further and make all applicants Kings and 
nobles, millionaires and film stars, no doubt 
it would be still more certain, for these 
classes are singularly free from gangsters 
and molls. There would still be crimes pas- 
sionels, but this is not here our business. 

Well, a life endowment would solve the 
problem of the professignal criminal; that 
is impracticable, but a good starting point 
to a hunt for some less costly cure. Since 
it is a business, is there no businesslike way 
of bankrupting it?

trans-Atlantic service. For months 
the construction of tais giant air- 
plane has been going on with all 
the secrecy of wartime at the shops 
on the Swiss side of the lake, from 
which all visitors have been 
barred. r 

This new airplane is not intend- 
ed as an actual enlargement of | 
the Dornier superwals, but rather) 
as a revolutionizing type with | 
which it is hoped to solve the ques- 
tion whether the airship or the 
airplane is to be the trans-oceanic 
conveyance of the future. 

The body of this plane is not a 
boat but a substantially construct- 
ed ship fit to weather the most 
tempestuous ocean waves when it 
may be found necessary to land on 
the water. 

Built With Massive Walls. 

It is built with massive walls 
and the interior is divided into a 
series of water-tight bulkheads to 
prevent the entire ship from be- 
ing flooded in case water leaks in. 
The hull is reinforced with a keel 
to steady the ship in a high sea.

Appointment of Board of Educa- 
tion members by the Mayor, in 
place of their election by the vot- 
ers, as at present, is provided in a 
proposed amendment to the State 
laws, drafted by William F. Fahey, 
attorney and Democratic member 
of the Election Board. 

Fahey has written to State Sena- 
tor Michael Kinney, asking him to 
introduce the measure. In a letter 


to Kinney, he says that the present 
system tends to keep desirable per- 
sons from becoming candidates. 
Those who would run (for the 
Board of Education must circulate 
petitions, getting some 7000 signa- 
tures. Some of those best qualified 
for service on the board, Fahey 
suggests, would not undertake the 
task of circulating petitions, and 
of campaigning subsequently. 
Members of the board serve with- 
out salary. ' 

Formerly, Fahey recalls, an 
agreement between party commit- 
tees kept the board bi-partisan, 
but this arrangement has lapsed, 
and it is his opinion that the 
Standard of character and ability 
on the board has declined. 

“I do not mean to say there are 
no good men and women on the 
board,” he writes, “but it is gener- 
ally felt that the boards of later 
years do not compare at all favor- 
ably with the boards which served 
when Messrs. Soldan and Blewett 
were Superintendents.” 

As the Mayor now _ has the power 
of appointment to fill vacancies on 
the board, Fahey suggests that he 
should have the power and respon- 
sibility of naming the entire body. 
His bill provides for six-year terms 
and that the board shall be bi-par- 
tisan.

game probably will tell you, 
of the memorabie contest, that 
Cochems’ players hurled passes 
around the field with great aban- 
don. The writer had some such 
recollection. 

As a jolt to one’s confidence 
in his memory, a perusal of ac- 
counts of that game, which saw 
St. Louis U. ecore seven touch- 
dewns and a final total of 33 to 
0, shows that only 11 forward 
passes were thrown during the 
game—i0 by Cochems’ men and 
one abortive, futile, underhand 
toss by Iowa. 

Five of the St. Louis U. passes 
came in the first haif and the 
other five were in the second 
half. An analysis of the passes 
and their direct effect on the 
game follows: 

HALF —One pass was 
blocked. One pass was grounded. 
One pass netted 10 yards. An- 
other counted for 15 yards, Only 
one pass directly resulted in a 
touchdown. It was a 20-yard 
heave by Schneider to Robinson, 
followed by a 15-yard dash over 
the line for a touchdown. In 
those days it counted five points 
only. 

SECOND HALF—Al!! five for- 


ward passes in this period were 


successful, the first onq@ of th 
period netting 25 yards and i 
second §$ yards. Two touch- 


downs resulted directly from for- 
ward passes, the most spectacu- 
lar being due to a 25-yard pass 
which was followed by a five- 
yard run over the goal line. 

In all, about 120 yards of di- 
rect gain from passing resulted, 
and three touchdowns

From the time the firs¢ for- 
ward pass was thrown by Schnei- 
der, from a kick formation, st 
Iowa players did not kn 
whether they were in a foot bell 
game or a circus. It was the 
first example of the triple threat 
in football, for Schneider punt- 
ed, th the pass for 40 yards 
if mecessary, was the central 
figure in line plunging and was 
used in a double pass play from 
the same formation. 

The forward pass opened up 
the enemy line. emabling St. 
Louis runners like Acker and 
Robinson to sift through at will. 
Big Bijah French, playing his 
first game at guard, was used 
to carry the ball very effectively 
—a play that would amaze tac- 
ticilans of today and which is 
practically impossible under ex- 
isting rules.

“Would Not “Wise Up.” 


NE of the strangest features 
of the early days of the for- 
ward pass was the reluctance of 
Eastern teams to recognize the 
merit of Cochem’'s play. A few 
Western teams nibbied at it; 
but the conservative East would 
have nothing to do with the pass 
until years later when teams like 
Notre Dame, with Rockne and 
Dorais as stars, carried the play 
right up to the front doors of 
the East and made them like it. 
To this day there are those 
who attribute the lapse from 
power of Yale, Harvard, Prince- 
ton and other elevens, to their 
failure to promptly react to the 
new stuff. 

St. Louis and Cochems have 
never been given due credit for 
development of the forward 
pass; but the fact remains that 
no team in the United States, 
except the St. Louis eleven, mas- 
tered the new rules and their 
possibilities in 1906 and few had 
made any advance, even during 
the next year. 

One year after the Iowa game, 
with the new rules two years 
old, a Nebraska team which haé@ 
tied the great Minnesota ma- 
chine, 6—€, came here and was
